+ AIA Colorado began documenting contributions to the AIA and industry by some of 
its long-standing members by creating a series of videos through the History Committee.

The program will continue to evolve 
in 2008,

+ The Architectural Education Foundation awarded more than $58,000 in scholarships, grants 
and other awards to students, interns, architects, teachers and allied organizations. 


+ AIA Colorado was recognized by AIA National with a component excellence award for 
membership recruitment and retention. 


AIA DENVER 
+ AIA Denver partnered with the City and County of Denver and the Downtown Denver 
Partnership to review best practices from other cities public works’ departments, 


+ AIA Denver partnered with the Denver Public Library to create an exhibit on the Denver City 


Beautiful movement and 100 years of architecture. Photos from the exhibit will be displayed 
at DIA through 2008 to celebrate the Denver's 150th birthday. 


+ AIA Denver once again partnered with the City and County of Denver and the Denver 


Architectural Foundation to host Doors Open Denver ~ a public event opening up more than 


80 buildings and architectural spaces to the public. The event is one of several programs that 
AIA hosts during Colorado Architecture Week each year. 


+ AIA Denver continued the annual Architects’ Choice Awards program, which includes a 
year-long series of articles about the winners in the Rocky Mountain News.

National Council of Architectural 
Registration Boards (NCARB) 


The National Council of Architectural Registration Boards 
(NCARB) was established in 1920 to help member boards: 


e Carry out their duties. 

* Foster the enactment of uniform architectural laws. 

* Develop examinations and establish standards for certifi- 
cation requirements in education and training. 

* Perfect their procedures for verifying the qualifications of 
applicants and determining their eligibility for certification. 

* Establish and maintain reciprocal registration between 
states having registration laws. 


NCARB is a non-profit corporation with all legally consti- 
tuted boards of architecture in the United States as 
members, including the Colorado Board of Examiners of 
Architects. 


To be eligible for NCARB certification, architects must 
submit satisfactory evidence that they comply with the stan- 
dard for education, training, examination and character and 
have been registered by a member board. 


NCARB will, upon request of an individual architect, secure, 
authenticate and record factual data of the applicant’s edu- 
cation, training, practice and character. This record will be 
forwarded to any state board upon request of the applicant. 


Certification shall be given to an applicant holding a council 
record verifying that the applicant has complied with the 
council's standards of education, training, practice and char- 
acter; and that the applicant has passed an examination 
conforming to the council's standards of content, extent and 
length of time. 


Certification by NCARB is recommendation to all registra- 
tion authorities that registration be granted to the holder 
without further examination. Most board members accept 
NCARB certification as conclusive evidence of an architect's 
eligibility of registration. However, it is not a national regis- 
tration. 


Complete information on compiling a council record and 
obtaining council certification can be obtained from the 
Colorado State Board of Licensure for Architects, 
Professional Engineers & Professional Land Surveyors.

The Architects of Colorado PAC (ARCpac) focuses on the interests of Colorado registered architects, whether AIA mem- 
bers or not. AIA dues are not a part of ARCpac, and membership in the PAC is completely voluntary and separate from 
AIA Colorado. 


Why do Colorado Architects need a PAC? 

A group of architects recognized that the architectural profession is significantly influenced by elected officials and the 
acts they take. Therefore, in order to have a more active role in the election process and raise funds for that purpose, a 

PAC is necessary. ARCpac provides additional opportunities to create relationships with state legislators. Also, ARCpac 
can donate money to candidates who fight for issues of importance to architects. Furthermore, ARCpac members may 
help with political campaigns. 


Who can be a part of ARCpac? 

All Colorado licensed architects may be a part of this organization upon contributing to ARCpac. Any individual, firm, 
company or partnership with a vested interest in the architectural profession can contribute to ARCpac. Contributions to 
ARCpac are limited to $500 per person or firm for each election cycle. ARCpac is a way for a firm to give to a cause, as 
firms are not able to give money to candidates. 


How is a PAC effective? 
ARCpac is effective with legislators and other elected officials because it represents the collective political arm of 6,000 
Colorado architects and supporters acting as one influential voice. 


Who decides how ARCpac distributes its money? 

The executive committee of ARCpac makes decisions about who receives ARCpac money. Contributions received by 
ARCpac cannot be declared to any specific candidate. 
ARCpac distributes all of its money during election years to 
political candidates running for state office, regardless of

Only those professionals, who have fulfilled these require- 
ments or other requirements as stipulated by each individual 
state, legally may call themselves architects and practice 
architecture in the jurisdiction granting license. Individuals 
may be registered, or licensed, in more than one state by 
means of reciprocal licensing agreements among the states.

AIA Colorado History 


The Colorado Association of Architects was organized in 
1890, and the elected officers were Robert S: 
Roeschlaub, president; Harold W. Baerresen, vice presi- 
dent; Eugene R. Rice, secretary; and Frank E. Edbrooke, 
treasurer. The same men were re-elected to office at the 
second annual meeting held Dec. 21, 1891. The main topic 
of discussion at that event was submitting an applica- 
tion for a charter as a chapter of The American Institute 
of Architects. The charter was received April 4, 1892, and 
included the states of Colorado, Wyoming and the terri- 
tory of New Mexico. It was not until 1947 that each state 


had its own chapter.

lenges that the three organizations have in accomplishing 
their goals. Chairperson of this committee rotates between 
the three organizations on an annual basis. 


Advocacy Sub-Committee 

Established in 2007, this is a sub-committee of the Govern- 
ment Affairs Committee. The committee is charged with 
getting feedback from the membership and making recom- 
mendations on advocacy initiatives for the coming year. 


Architectural Education Foundation, AIA Colorado 
Architectural Education Foundation, AIA Colorado, awards 
scholarships and grants to architectural students, faculty 
members, architects and AIA components each spring. The 
application deadline for these scholarships historically has 
been the beginning of March. Approximately $35,000 is dis- 
tributed annually by the foundation. The foundation 
prioritizes scholarships and grants for AIA, Associate AIA, 
AIAS members, as well as architectural students in coordina- 
tion with professional development. 


Architecture Week 

This committee is responsible for working with local chap- 
ters, state committees and allied organizations to coordinate 
and publicize a week of events dedicated to celebrating 
architecture and generating public awareness for architec- 
ture. Typically, the Young Architect's Awards Gala (YAAG) 
kicks off Architecture Week. Architecture Week generally 
takes place in April. 


Building Enclosure Council 

The Colorado Building Enclosure Council (BEC) is a commit- 
tee of AIA Colorado formed under the auspices of a joint 
National AIA-NIBS/BETEC cooperation agreement. The 
committee’s mission is to increase awareness of building 
envelope design as a critical aspect of the successful con- 
struction and performance of buildings and to foster the 
education of building industry professionals regarding proper 
design, construction, and maintenance of building envelopes 
with an emphasis on issues related to the Colorado climate. 
The BEC is intended to be a multi-disciplinary effort with par- 
ticipation open to architects, engineers, contractors, and 
material suppliers interested in building enclosure science. 


Communication Advisory Board 

The Communication Advisory Board (CAB) was formed to 
serve as the nucleus of strategic communication planning for 
the state and its four local chapters components. Members of 
this board will function as an accessible source of information 
and as a tool for architectural professionals, supporting per- 
sonal and professional development. The communication 
tools that are continuously being enhanced to target all AIA 
Colorado needs are the quarterly Architect Colorado design 
magazine, weekly eNews and the Web site. CAB continues to 
strategize on the state's Web site enhancement. CAB is a 
direct report to the AIA Colorado Board of Directors. 


Design Awards Program Committee 

The Design Awards Program Committee seeks to honor 
works of distinction by AIA Colorado members and to bring 
to public attention the outstanding architectural services 
provided by members of AIA Colorado. Design Award win- 
ners are announced during the annual Design Conference. 
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Design Conference Committee 

This committee is responsible for the planning and execution 
of AIA Colorado's Design Conference. The conference chair is 
appointed by the president-elect one-year prior to the con- 
ference. Committee members develop the theme for each 
conference, invite speakers and coordinate the schedule. 
Member participation and feedback is encouraged. 


Fellows Nominating Task Force 

This task force was formed in 1992 to assist local chapters in 
nominating outstanding members to be considered for elec- 
tion to the College of Fellows. The task force helps those 
architects nominated in developing their submissions to the 
jury of the College of Fellows. 


Finance Committee 

This committee is responsible for the financial well-being of 
AIA Colorado. The committee develops long-range financial 
goals and makes recommendations to the board regarding 
budgets and other areas of financial planning. Membership 
dues, the Design Conference, support from exhibitors and 
document sales generate most of the revenue necessary for 
the operating budget of AIA Colorado. Committee members 
are comprised of the elected officers of AIA Colorado and the 
executive director. 


Finance Committee Initiatives include: 


1. Reserve Policy: develop and implement long-range 
financial planning with secure reserve funds. 


2. Programs Analysis: general oversight of programs 
geared towards cost-effectiveness and revenue gen- 
eration. 


3, Strategic Plan: adjust budget to accommodate initiatives 
as approved by the AIAC Board of Directors. 


4. AIAC Board of Directors: develop financial stability 
to allow board to concentrate on member services. 


Government Affairs Committee 
The Government Affairs Committe meets on the first 
Friday of each month at 1:00 p.m. at the AIA Colorado 
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office to discuss matters relating to, among other things, 
the State Board of Examiners of Architects, Engineers and 
Land Surveyors and legislation at the federal and state 
levels. During the 120-day Colorado legislative session, the 
Legislative Affairs Sub-Committee meets each week to 
screen and discuss potential legislation that could affect 
the profession of architecture. Our contract lobbyist, Jerry 
Johnson, Hon. AIA/C, assists AIA Colorado in this monitor- 
ing process, as well as providing onsite lobbying at the 
Capitol. AIA Colorado occasionally sponsors legislation; 
our primary goal for this program is to increase the legis- 
lators' awareness of architects, architecture and AIA 
Colorado. 


Government Advisory Board 

An anticipated future committee charged with identifying and 
supporting the potential for AIA members running for local or 
state government. 


History Committee 

Responsible for researching and compiling the history of AIA 
Colorado and individual members that have made a signifi- 
cant impact on the organization. 


Intern Advocate Committee 

Chaired by the IDP state coordinator, the Intern Advocate 
Committee was established to address the needs of the archi- 
tectural intern community in Colorado. These needs include 
help with navigation through the licensing process, dissemi- 
nation of information pertinent to interns, help with creating 
mentoring relationships, organization of activities that edu- 
cate interns, as well as organization of activities to help the 
community through volunteer efforts. 


Intern Development Program 

The Intern Development Program (IDP) continues to gain 
momentum in Colorado. The IDP coordinator and AIA 
Colorado staff send out more than 200 packets each year. 
The coordinator provides programs at CU Boulder and CU 
Denver, as well as firms interested in the merits of the IDP 
program. The coordinator also nominates firms for the 
AIA/NCARB IDP Firm of the Year award.

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AIA College of Fellows 


AIA bestows the recognition of Fellowship for achievement 
in architecture on members who have contributed notably 
to the advancement of the profession of architecture. With 
the exception of the Gold Medal, Fellowship is the highest 
honor AIA can bestow on a member. It is conferred on mem- 
bers with at least 10 years of membership who have made 
significant contributions to the aesthetic, scientific and prac- 
tical efficiency of the profession; to the standards of 
architectural education, training and practice; to the building 
industry through leadership of AIA and other related profes- 
sional organizations; to the advancement of the living 
standards of people through their improved environment; 
and to society through significant public service. 


Those advanced to Fellowship can use “FAIA” designation 
after their names in recognition of their contributions in 
design, education, research or public service.

The Architectural Education 
Foundation, AIA Colorado 


Since the first $600 scholarship was presented in 1961, The 
Architectural Education Foundation,. AIA Colorado, has 
awarded more than $800,000 in scholarships, grants and 
other prizes to more than 250 students, architects and 
teachers. The annual awards program exceeds $50,000 
from income received through investments and donations. 


During the past four decades, individual architects and 
firms have made substantial contributions to the foundation 
as memorials. Individuals and organizations allied with the 
construction industry also have made significant donations 
in the past. Many donors send a contribution to the fund, 
instead of flowers, to memorialize a lost loved one, friend or 
associate. The foundation continually seeks new funds in 
the way of endowments, donations and memorials from the 
design community and the AIA Colorado membership at 
large. 


The foundation provides assistance to AIA Colorado and its 
members so that AIA Colorado can conduct professional 
education programs accessible to the membership and the 
design community. Requests for such grants should be sub- 
mitted to The Architectural Education Foundation, AIA 
Colorado, 3320 E. 294 Ave., Denver, CO 80206. 


The Architectural Education Foundation, AIA Colorado, was 
established in 1934 by five men devoted to the practice of 
architecture. On Jan. 23, 1934, Robert K. Fuller, FAIA, 
announced on behalf of himself and the four other men the 
creation of a special trust fund “to advance the interest of 
the profession of architecture in the state of Colorado.” 


The foundation was conceived a decade earlier by the 
founders of the Allied Architects Association: Robert K. 
Fuller, FAIA; William E. Fisher, FAIA; George H. Williamson, 


FAIA; William Bowman, AIA; and Fred Montjoy, AIA. Their 
vision long had been “to provide an instrument whereby, 
someday, sufficient income would be realized to be able to 
award scholarships, grants, prizes, etc. to the betterment of 
the profession.” (All quotes are from the original articles of 
incorporation.) 


The first aim of the foundation was quite modest: the assets 
were to be “held intact and allowed to grow” until the prin- 
cipal would be large enough to ensure a “good annual 
return therefrom.” The founders hoped that the amount in 
the fund would serve as a “nucleus” that would increase in 
value and, now that it formally was established, also attract 
additional donations. By 1944, however, no new contribu- 
tions had been made and of the five founding fathers of the 
fund, only the fund’s chairman, Fuller, survived. 


On Dec. 18, 1944, the foundation was transferred to the 
Colorado Chapter, AIA (predecessor of the Colorado State 
Society of AIA and now AIA Colorado) as a chapter invest- 
ment fund. Fuller was designated as its permanent trustee. 
By early 1961, the fund had achieved its first aim “... a good 
annual return.” It then was deemed wise to incorporate as a 
separate, tax-free entity to be known as the Educational 
Fund, Colorado Chapter, AIA. On Feb. 16, 1961, the founda- 
tion was incorporated as a separate, tax-exempt, non-profit 
corporation under that name. Its broad purpose, as reported 
in the December 1961 issue of the Colorado Chapter, AIA, 
newsletter, The Addenda, was (and remains today) “to 
advance education in architecture by granting of scholar- 
ships, prizes and financial aid to deserving students in 
architecture and to teachers or architects interested in 
research projects directly related to and of value to the 
architectural profession.” 


At its November 1961 meeting at the old Boulder Country 
Club, the Colorado Chapter, AIA, awarded the $600 William 
E. Fisher Memorial Scholarship to James E. Koentop, a fifth- 
year architectural engineering student at the University of 
Colorado. This was the first scholarship awarded by the

27 years for the five founders’ original dream (to be able to 
make such awards for the betterment of the profession) to 
come true. 


Fuller died in 1966, and the Colorado Chapter, AIA, asked his 
son, Kenneth R. Fuller, FAIA, to assume the responsibility of 
the position of permanent member of the board of trustees, 
Upon the death of Kenneth in 1998, Robert K. Fuller Il, AIA, 
became the third permanent member of the board. 


In 1969 the AIA in Colorado was restructured into a state soci- 
ety with two chapters (now four), and the fund’s name was 
legally changed to the Educational Fund, Colorado Society of 
Architects, AIA. In 2001 the trustees reincorporated the fund 
with updated articles and bylaws and a new name that 
reflected the fund's evolution: The Architectural Education 
Foundation, AIA Colorado. Today the board of trustees of 
The Architectural Education Foundation, AIA Colorado, con- 
sists of the following five members: the current president of 
AIA Colorado is the foundation president: the current presi- 
dent-elect of AIA Colorado is the vice president; Robert K. 
Fuller Il, AIA, is the permanent secretary/treasurer; and the 
past president and executive director of AIA Colorado serve 
as trustees.

AIA Continuing Education System: 
Survival Guide 


Program Basics 

What is AIA CES? 

It is a continuing education system (CES) developed by AIA 
to emphasize learning and track participation in professional 
learning activities. AIA CES enables architects to keep cur- 
rent, master new knowledge and skills, plan for the future and 
responsibly meet the role society entrusts to a professional. 
The program also allows members to fulfill a requirement for 
AIA membership and meet any state mandatory continuing 
education requirement. In this role, the program has the 
potential to be a primary force in the improvement and revi- 
talization of the profession. 


What is my annual learning unit (LU) requirement? 
All active AIA members must successfully complete 18 learn- 
ing unit (LU) hours each year, with at least eight of the 18 LU 
hours relating to health, safety and welfare (HSW). 


A member who fails to meet the annual requirement will be 
given a one-year grace period. Any credit earned in the fol- 
lowing year will apply toward the deficit. During the first nine 
months of the grace period, members are able to report 
retroactively any activities that were completed in the previ- 
ous year. 


A member who exceeds the annual requirement may carry 
up to 18 LU hours (including eight hours of HSW) over to 
the next year. Carryover credit can be used for one year 
only; it is not cumulative. Only the number of credits 
needed to fulfill the annual requirement for the following 
year may be carried over. Extra credit may not be carried 
past the one-year limit. (NOTE: Most state licensing 
boards do not allow carryover and deficit credit. States 
have strict continuing education timeframes for earning 
credits.) 


What is an LU? 

AIA tracks continuing education credit in LU (learning unit) 
hours. A one-LU hour activity is equal to one contact hour. An 
LU hour is not a continuing education unit (CEU). One CEU is 
equal to 10 LU hours. 


How does AIA CES work? 

Members can earn LU hours by attending programs offered 
by AIA CES registered providers or through self-reporting 
independent activities. 


What is an AIA CES Registered Provider Program? 

AIA has developed a network of more than 2,500 educational 
providers made up of AIA components, chapters, affiliate 
organizations, firms, manufacturers, universities, non-profit 
organizations and government agencies. These educational 
providers offer more than 25,000 programs each year. 
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Programs offered by AIA CES providers are filed with AIA 
CES Records in Oklahoma. Within 14 days of a program’s 
conclusion, AIA CES providers verify and report the program 
attendees to AIA CES Records. For non-AlA members, the 
AIA CES provider will provide a certificate of completion 
upon request. The complete activities then are posted on AIA 
members’ transcripts. Online transcripts are available at 
www.aia.org/conted/. 


What are Self-Reported Activities? 

AIA members must indicate whether the activities they are 
reporting are self-designed or structured self-reported pro- 
grams. 


What are Self-Designed Activities? 

This type of learning activity is organized by the member 
specifically to meet one’s individual needs. A self-designed 
activity frequently involves more than one type of medium or 
method, such as research, reading, interviewing subject 
experts, listening to audiotapes and/or viewing videos. To 
determine what qualifies for self-reporting, answer the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. Is this a planned learning activity? 

2. Is this activity intended to be educational or operational? 

3. Are you acquiring new knowledge, or are you sharing your 
knowledge with others? 

4. How will you apply this new knowledge to your practice? 


This method is not acceptable for HSW credit. Some state 
licensing boards will not accept this type of reporting for 
mandatory continuing education (MCE) requirements. 
(Recommended minimum of three hours.) 


Structured Self-Reported Program 

This is a structured activity offered by an organized, third- 
party, non-CES provider. Documentation of attendance/ 
participation usually will be required as a supplement when 
reporting this activity to meet a state licensure requirement. 
For members who self-report a structured activity, AIA is not 
able to assist in acquiring any support documentation that 
may be required by a state licensing board MCE audit. 


To be eligible for credit, self-reported activities must be 
planned, educational activities that provide new knowledge 
applied toward the practice of architecture. 


How do I Submit Self-Reported Activities? 

1. AIA Members can submit self-reported activities online at 
www.aia.org/conted. Log into the CES Transcript Login, 
located on the right-hand side, by providing your membership 
number. AIA CES Self-Report Forms can be accessed through 
the transcript page. Be sure to specify which type of learning 
activity you are reporting so the data can be entered accu- 
rately into your transcript. Members calculate LU hours for 
self-reported activities by reporting the number of hours 
spent in architecture-related learning—think in terms of bill- 
able hours applied to learning. 


Is there a limit to the number of credits that | can self-report 
in one year? 

No. You can self-report as many structured and self-designed 
activities as you like. Remember, only credits reported in the 
appropriate method will be applied to your transcript. Follow 
the procedures outlined in the above paragraphs. Members 
are advised to check with state licensing boards as certain 
states will not accept self-reported continuing education as a 
viable means of education for license renewal.

Health, Safety and Welfare (HSW) LUs 


How Does HSW Tie into CES? 

AIA requires members to earn eight of the basic LU hour 
requirements in the area of HSW. The percentage of HSW 
content in any HSW-related activity must be a minimum of 75 
percent to qualify a program or educational event for HSW 
credit. This accomplishes three goals: 

1. To ensure that HSW-related programs have a real relevance 
to AIA members. 

2. To eliminate any question of whether the content of a pro- 
gram was actually HSW-related. 

3. To protect AIA members with state MCE requirements. 


Can I Self-Report HSW Hours? 

Yes, but with restrictions. You may self-report any structured 
activity that is HSW-related and receive HSW credit for it. In 
other words, the activity must be developed and presented 
to you by a third-party organization. You cannot receive HSW 
credit for any self-designed activity. For example, even 
though code research is HSW in nature, if it is a self-designed 
activity, AIA does not allow HSW credit for it. This policy was 
adopted to ensure quality control guidelines are enforced 
and to comply with state licensing board requirements. 


Can | Receive HSW Hours from Online and Magazine 
Education Classes and Workshops? (i.e, AIA e-Classroom, 
Architectural Record, etc.) 

Yes. You can obtain HSW hours from any approved course, 
including online and magazine courses. 


Is There a Limit to How Many Credits | Can Receive by Taking 
Online and Magazine Courses? 

Yes, but only from certain publications. There are no limits on 
the amount of credits that members may obtain for online 
and magazine courses throughout the year except for 
Architectural Record courses. The maximum amount of 
credits a member may obtain for Architectural Record 
courses in one year is eight credits. The eight credits may be 
HSW hours or regular LUs. 


Am | Supposed to Add my LU Hours and HSW Hours Together 
to Meet Requirements? 

No. The HSW column on your transcript simply shows how 
many of your total LU hours are HSW-related. The annual 
requirement is 18 LU hours, of which eight must be HSW- 
related. Thus, if you earn eight hours of credit from an 
HSW-related activity, you will need only 10 more hours (of 
either HSW-related or non-HSW-related activity) to meet 
your requirement. Eight hours is the minimum requirement 
for HSW credit, but that number may be exceeded. 


What Is the Relation Between HSW and State MCE? 

Both AIA and state licensing boards base their programs on 
the contact hour. A majority of states require eight contact 
hours of HSW for their MCE. (Exceptions are Kansas, which 
has no HSW requirement, and Alabama, Louisiana, Minnesota, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, Vermont , which require 12 HSW 
contact hours.) The AIA CES program requires eight contact 
hours of HSW from a structured provider. Some states allow 
some forms of self-reporting. Due to the quality assurance 
issues posed by the states, AIA does not accept self-designed 
activities for HSW credit. 


CAUTION: For members who self-report structured activities 
for HSW credit, it has become very important that they 
clearly report all HSW programs and activities separately, 
ensuring that they are clearly identified. Failure to do so 
could result in the loss of license because of noncompliance 
with state MCE requirements.

Individual transcript records are updated daily on 
www.aia.org. Anyone with an active AIA membership number 
can access a transcript online. To access your individual tran- 
script, visit Www.aia.org/conted.

You then may print out an unofficial copy of your CES tran- 
script.
